A Benefit Ticket of or under 70. per Annmum, to have but one Life 
neminated for it. 

A Benefit Ticket of or above 1001. per Anmum (at the Requeſt of the 
Owner) may be divided into as many parts as there are of 50 /. included 
in it, and every 5ol. per Annuzz may have a Life nominated for it. 

As many Benefit Tickets as the Proprietors thereof will, may be held 
by one and the ſame Life : The Lives to be named within 60 days after 
the Drawing. 

ALL Tallies (given out at the Exchequer in Lieu of Berefitted Ticket 
or Tickets) importing the value of 15 /. per Aznnm,- to be paid by half 
Yearly : She reſt (if any ſuch-be; for it 1s concluded there will be Buy- 
ing or Selling of ſmall Prizes, fo that ſcarce any body will be concerned 
leſs, one way or other, than for 15 /. per Annum) by Yearly Payments :

AND asa farther Encouragement to be early Adventurers, it Three

LET 230co pieces of Paper numbred from 1 to 3000, ſtand for the 

{aid Books, be rolled up, put into a Box mark'd with the Letter [ A,] and 
there well mix'd, and 2co of them, nor-more nor leſs, drawn out, 
one after another, and Jet the Tickets of the 200 Books anſwering and 
bearing the ſame Numbers of the 200 Papers that ſhall-happen to be 
drawn as aforeſaid, and none other, be-cut-out, rolled up, and put into 
a Box mark'd with the Letter | B, ] and drawn againft 33581 Bemefit, 
and 66419 Blanksfrom a Box mark'd with the Letter { C,] and let the 
chance of thoſe Tickets determine the matter. 

A Book for taking Subſcriptions .is now open at 

and every one that 
will Subſcribe, firſt muſt pay Forty Shillings to the Bank of Erglazd, 
as a Fledge for performing of his or her Subſcription : The {aid Sum of 
Forty Shillingsto be returned in either of theſe caſes, viz. If the Sub- 
ſcriber ſhall perform his or her Subſcription, or 3f this Propoſal ſhall 
not paſs into an A&: But if it be Enacted, then the {aid Forty Shillings 
of every Subſcriber, not complying with his or her Subſcription, ſhall 
be fortcited to His Majeſty : And it 15 humbly hoped, That the Liberty 
of taking out Tickets, miy be only in the Subſcribers until the xoth Day 
of April, 1700. 
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Some REASONS offered for the Graming of 
the ſaid Propoſal. 


T will be Uſeful in General; for, I. as voluntary Contriþutions 
J always have been eſteem'd the moſt Eafie and Advantageous Way 
of railing of Money, by means whereof the People are more ſtrongly 
Cemented together, ſo the Funds which are given for them, being gene- 
rally tor a Term of Years, the gentle Influences of them will be lets felt 
in a long tract of Time, and by a new Generation of Men, than preſent 
Aids and Supplies by ſuch as have lived-in the full heat of Taxes, decay 
of Trade, and other Notorious Lofles. $5 

IT. IT asksa Term of Years for a Fd far ſhort of what has been 
granted to Annuities of the like Nature; To wit, thoſe of One, Two, 
and Three Lives ; and thoſe for Survivorſhip. : 

HI. ITT will gratifie the Commonalty of England, who have not had 
any thing as yet ſet ſo low as to be in their reach, they could not med- 
dle with the Annuities, ſcarce with the Mill;on Lottery, the one requi- 
ring an Hundred Pounds, and the other Ten Pounds a Ticket. - 

Iv. I T will be ſerviceable to ſuch as deſire a certainty during Life, 
or would make Proviſion for a Wife, or Child, or Friend. | 

V. IT maybe uſeful in Sinking of Exchequer Bills, and Paying off 
Parliamentary Debts at a Rate as ealie to the Publick as can be imagined, 

VI. IT may fave a great Sum of Money which has uſually been 
given for Rebarte in the like Caſes, at leaſt it will fave ſomething in pro- 
longing the time of Payment of it, for the Rebate herein propoſed 1s not 
to be made till after the Drawing. \ 

VII. I T cannot be leſs inviting to Adventurers than the M53//;o 
Lottery was, and perhapsmay fill as ſoon ; however, by a Claule the 
Fund as well as the Prizes may be made to bear Proportion to the Sum 
which ſhall be advanced-: That thefe 1s no Allowance for the Blanks, 
1t ought not to be an Objection, for the Prizes are thereby much en- 
larged : Beſides, when Allowances have been made for them, as in 
the late Lotteries, they have been valued and ſold 'at more than Forty 
Shillings Loſs per Ticket, and this has not happen'd from the Altera- 
tion of the Coin, or any other Accident; for 1t may be remembred 
that before the Drawing of the M;llioz Lottery, the uſual and common 
Rates given for the Chance of a Ticket were Three Guineas, and if it 
proved a Blank, the Contributor was to keep it, if a Prize, the Adven- 
turer was to have it paying 7 /. more to the Contributor, which is a 
plain Demonſtration, that the Adventurers rather had had the Tickets 
ſet at Forty Shillings a Ticket, without any Proviſion for Blanks than 
at 10 /. per Ticket, with the Proviſion made for them. 


Laſtly, The Share or Shares of the" Nominee or Nominees that 
ſhall happen to Die, may go to The Improvement of ſmall Parſonages, 
Green-wich- Hoſpital, Chelſea-Colledge, Rebuilding of Whitehall ; Or 
towards the Endowment of Work-Houſes raiſed, or to be raiſed by AC 
of Parliament forthe Maintenance of the P OO R.
